This group forms the sisterhood into 
which the great Northwest Territory 
was divided. Ohio entered the Union 
on Feb. 19.

1S4S. and Minnesota 
May 11, 1858. 
On the last date the 


mighty wilderness was gone.

stead there were organized society and 
instituted commonwealths.

ural channels of commerce were trav-

by splendid steamboats, and 


through lines of railroad were piercing 
and reaching out for every nook and 
corner ot the vast domain.

Plans For tiie Future, 


WILL GO TO EBGLAHD IS M. 


Author Is to Prearfi Prac- 


tical Cbxlstinntty In Tliat Country 
and Th.ea Tfcronarlioat tlie I'nited 
States—Heeds Cry of the SI»ltiiaae. 
"WliBt He Kan SaoarJflced. 
The Rev. Charles II. Sheldon has ob- 


tained eight months' leave of absence 
from his church in Topeka and-will 
preach his gospel of practical Chris- 
tianity ia JSnghuid and throughout the 
Imited States, organizing Sheldon 
bauds to apply the teachings of Christ 
to the life of every day. This Is the 
significant feature of an interview re- 
cently obtained 
by the New Yorfc 


World correspondent with -Mrs. Eliza 
Wilson Boiviaan of'Topeka. who has 
been perhaps the chief influence in the 
fame and success of the author of "In 
His Steps." 
It was she \vho, it is declared, fur- 


nished the funds for the publication of 
the story in book form, who has aided 
the preacher financially In his work for 
the negro colony of Tennessee Town 
and who snpplled the money, 55,000, to 
build tbe addition to his church, which 
is used chiefly for a kindergarten. 
There is no doubt, such Is her interest 
In him and his new gospei. that she 
•would stand ready to aid him iu estab- 
lishing a Christina daily newspaper in 
the east if he should ultimately decide 
to embark iii such an enterprise, and 
it is surmised that she will supply 
funds, if necessary, to help the move- 
ment for the organisation of Sheldon 
bands. 


Mrs. Bowman is a widow and very 


wealtiiy. She Is the head and front of 
women's 
reform . work 
in 
Topeka. 


While talking about Mr. Slifldou's 
plans she said: "Mr. SheUlon will start 
for England on May 1. He will devote 
tv,-o months to speaking and organising 
tbe movement of practical Christianity 
in that country and xvill then return to 
the United States, where he will estab- 
lish headquarters in some eastern city 
and continue tlie work of speaking and 
organizing in every state in the Union. 


"Mr. Sheldon has decided upon his 


course Efter Ions and praj-erful consid- 
eration. He realises taat it means the 
breaking up of his home in Topeka and 
probably the severance of ail the tics 
that connect him with the church, the 
parish and the charities which he has 
built up and tvlileb have,become a part 
of bis life. H« also feeis that the new 
wot-lc will necessitate long absences 
from his wife, who will be forced to re- 
main iu a new home with her yonng 
child. It has been for him a period of 
the keenest suffering, and he has spent 
many hours in prayer, hopinsr that he 
might receive some direct guidance as 
to the course he should pursue. At last 
the call came to him so unmistakably 
that ail doubt was cast aside. 


"In decidinc npon this course Mr. 


Sheldon iias sacrificed wealth and what 
many might, consider a wider fame 
than he will now be able to achieve. 
He has had pulpit offers from many 
eastern cities where the salaries are 
princely compared to anything he has 
ever earned or may expect to earn. Ho 
has received many propositions from 
eastern newspapers to assume editorial 
charge of their columns for short pe- 
riods, one paper having offered him 
$ir>,000 'for the work of u. week. Pub- 
lishers have attempted to induce him, 
by putting forth large financial tempta- 
tions, to quit the ministry and devote 
himself exclusively to the production 
of books. 


"But on the other hand has arisen 


the cry of the multitude. From Eng- 
laud, Scotland, Wales, even from Den- 
mark, have come countless appeals to 
him to visit those lands and pi-eac»:t> 
new religion, and from every state ia 
the Union a similar prayer has reached 
him. He feels now that against such 
a demand from the masses he cannot 
conscientiously weigh bis selfish inter- 
ests. He is enlisted for the good of the 
people, and be will fight that battle to 
tho end. 


"Host of ns recognize, I think, that 


this Is a time of religions revolution; 
that the" masses are breaking away 
from the old creeds, and that if some 
one does not put a new faith firmly 
under their feet disaster to Christiani- 
ty is likely to ensue. That faith. I am 
confident. Mr, Sheldon has found in 
practical Christianity—tbe appiication 
to daily life of the principles and teacb- 
Sags of .Teaus Christ." 


It is no secret among Mr. Sheldon's 


friends that he has grand dreams of 
socialism. 
A conspicuous portion of 


.his paper so far has been devoted to 
.the exposition of socialistic theories by 
such doctrinaires as were within the 
ranga of possible contributors. H!s 
tendency in this direction had become 
so evident that at the meeting of the 
catechism class the other day one of 
•the correspondents nuked him if be in- 
dorsed these socialistic doctrines. 
"1 


do," he answered, "in a measure. Put 
tbe word 'Christian' before 'socialism' 
and read the sermon on the mount and 
you will have ray belief." 


He- is particularly devoted to the 


•Christian Endeavor society and, it ia 
said, expects that organizjition to fall 
in line for the now religion. 
There 


was considerable speculation over his 
reason for making so marked an at- 
tempt In his paper to obtain a fund for 
the relief of starvation In India. 
To 


gome the news of, bis. contemplated 
proselyting tour of England offers an 
explanation of this niystt-O'- 
The 


Christian Endeavorers in that country 
are making a strenuous effort for that 
fund/and the movement is receiving 
its chief encouragement amontf the 
classes'\vhten ilr.
